New York, July.3 —-lAP)—The 


new Communist custodians of an- 
cient Hungary took over a coun- 
try rescued from financial chaos 
by a S35.000.000 train ride with 
Uncle Sain at the throttle. 


The followers of the hammer 


and sickle, now in power, have 
conveniently , overlooked that . lit- 
tle detail, but some among the 
Hungarian masses must remem- 
ber. 


It was right out of a Holly- 


wood script—that- train ride last 
August that saved Hungary from 
total collapse by the timely'-re- 
turn of its entire gold reserve— 
22 tons of the precious metal. 


I was the only reporter aboard 


.the train, and I'd like to tell a 
few angles about the trip that 
weren't pointed out at- the time. 


Captured by Third Army 


The 
Hungarian 
government's 


store of gold had" been captured 
by the' American Third army in 
Austria, and removed to Frank- 
furt for safekeeping. When 
the 


Hungarian pengo soared to fan- 
tastic inflationary levels, it be- 
came that only solid money could 
save the country. The American 
government agreed to return the 
Hungarian gold reserve to back 
a new currency—the florin. 


The hope : was that by this act 


America could keep "a window 
open to the west1' in this Russian- 
occunied nation. 


The gold was 
loaded aboard 


three baggage cars at Frankfurt. 
There was a kind of victory sym- 


tie train itself. It had j 


(knew that the gold we brought 
! again would give them a money 
that had meaning. 


Russians Delays 


But at one way stop a middle- 


aged Hungarian asked us: 


"Why are you bringing back 


our gold now? You are only hand- 
ing it over to the Russians". 


We assured him that the gold 


would be turned over to the Hun- 
garian government itself, not to 
occupying- Soviet officials, and he 
merely shrugged and said: 


"No matter who you deliver it 


to, the Russians will get it out 
through the back door". 


No Return Trip Delays 


The train was repeatedly de- 


layed by the Russian engineer 
who had taken over at the bord- 
er. He gave no reason for 
the 


halts. We reached Budapest 
at 


dusk, several hours behind sched- 
ule. 


And Communist newspapers in 


the capital in inspired articles 
immediately told the Hungarian 
population that only strong Sov- 
iet pressure had brought return 
of the gold reserve. 


The happy Hungarians 
threw 


us a party and gave everybody a 
bundle of the vanished pengoes as 
souvenirs. Then we went right 
back where we came from — and 
there were no train delays on the 
way out.

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An Ill-limed Strike 


At the risk of being- repetitive, 


it might be well to recall a little 
recent history in connection with 
the current strike of the Indus- 
trial Union of Marine and Ship- 
yard Workers (CIO). 


In 1944 
President 
Roosevelt 


called for a program to keep our 
Merchant Marine up to date and 
our shipbuilding: industry alive. 
The Navy approved the program. 
So did President Truman in De- 
cember 1945. Shortly afterward 
Conress appropriated 
funds 
to 


carry' it -out Then, a 
year ago 


Mr. Truman canceled the program 
for reasons of economy. 


Later the President appointed 


an advisory committee to study 
the industry's problems and see 
what, if anything-, 
the govern- 


ment could do about them. This 
committee 'has not yet made its 
final report. 


Under present plans there will 


be only six merchant ships under 
construction by the first of next 
year. 


This situation quite naturally 


is bad news for shipyard workers 
as well as for their employers. So 
on June 19 the shipyard workers 
union took a full-page advertise- 
ment in the Washington Post to 
tell the public that "the Ameri- 
can shipbuilding program is vir- 
tually stopped right now." 


Here are some quotations from 


the advertisement: 
"Within 
10 


years, America may be Uie only 
major nation in the world with an 
•old' merchant fleet. 


"Why 
do we need new ships 


now after all the ships we built j 
'to win the war' ? The answer is j 
very simple. Our wartime mer- 
chant ships were designed 
for 


war, not for peace. Those ships 
were obsolete the day they were 
built 
It would cost more to 


use thase ships today than to dis- 
pose of them. 


"We didn't built passenger ships 


'by the thousands' during the war 
.... We didn't build fast cargo 
ships during the war. So we must 
build them now ... If there is any 
further delay . , . the small core 
of trained men we still have left, 
in both management and labor, 
will disappear into other indus- 
tries." 


A great factor in shipbuilding's 


present difficulties 
Ls cost—ma- 


terial and labor cost. It 
takes 


about half again as much money 
to build a ship in the U. S. as it 
does to build a comparable ves- 
sel' abroad. Figures for March 
show the average hourly earnings 
of American shipbuilding employ- 
es to be $1.41. as against a $1.24 
average for all durable goods in- 
dustries in the same month. 


Yet in the t'ace of high costs 


and disappearing 
business, 
the 


Bethlehem workers (with an av- 
erage hourly wage of $1.53) went 


on strike one week after the un- 
ion ad appeared. 


It strikes us that the dual pro- 


gram of appeal and walkout is 
oddly conceived and oddly timed. 
With no prospect for future busi- 
ness at present, 
higher 
wages 


would have to be met by higher 
subsidies from a Congress that is 
averse to more government spend- 
ing. It just doesn't seem to make 
sense.

Within those 60 days you and 


the union are supposed to bar- 
gain in good faith in an effort to 
reach an agreement. 


For those 60 days th? union 


can't strike and you can't lock 
out the unionists, even though no 
agreement has been reached in; 
that time.

If a union strikes within those j 


60 days, you can fire outright all I 
the strikers. You can bring in j 
strikebreakers, if only as temper- j 
ary workers.

If a union strikes after the 6Uj 


days, you can't fire the strikers j 
outright but what you can do | 
amounts to the same thing be- 
cause : 


You can replace the strikers 


with 
permanent 
workers (not 


temporary ones like strikebreakers 
who are used only to break 
a 


strike). 


But if. after making replace- 


ments with permanent workers, j 
you still have jobs open, you must 
give them back to the strikers 
when the strike's over. 


More Freedom of Speech 


Freedom of Speech— 
You can't threaten to fire 
a 


man. if he joins a union or prom- 
ise him something if he doesn't. 
That's part of the old law. It still 
stands.

Bargaining in good faith— 
Suppose a union stall or other- 


wise doesn't bargain in good faith 
with you. 


You can make charges of un- 


fair labor practices • against 
the 


union with NLRB. If NLRB has 
approved it as the 
bargaining 


agent for your employes. 


Under the old 'law you had to 


bargain in good faith with a un- 
ion. It could charge you with un- 
fair labor practices if you stalled 
or refused to bargain. 


You couldn't do that to a un- 


ion. The old law didn't say a un- 
ion had to bargain in good faith 
with you. 


Checkoff System— 
A checkoff system means 
a 


boss, through agreement with a 
union, deducts 
union members' 


dues from their paychecks snd 
turns them over to the union. 


Under the old law a union made 


that deal with you. Rather, 
the 


union officials did. The individual 
union member 
had no 
say-so 


3-bout it. 


From now on you can't check- 


off dues from the paycheck! of 
ajiy worker unless he, 
himself, 


tells you in writing to do so.
